Hon. Howell Cobb was born at Cherry Hill, Jef 
ferson County, Georgia, on the 7th of Septemt 
1815. He is consequently but thirty-four years 
age, and probably the youngest that ever 7 t 
Speaker's Chair. He is the son of Col. oe 
Cobb, who, when quite a boy, removed from ~ 
ville, North Carolina, with his father. His moth 
Sarah R. Cobb, was the daughter of the late Thouw 
Rootes, of Fredericksburg, Va. ’ 

At nineteen, in 1834, he graduated at Frank! 
College, Ga. He wos married during the next ye 
to Mary Ann Lamar, the daughter of Col. Zacharin 
Lamar of Milledgeville, Ga., by whom he had si 
re dead.
